His 
heart is showing signs of exhaus- 
tion. His condition gives rise to 
'Inxiety." 


Two security guards kept close 


watch over the fugitive as he lay 
in his drug-induced sleep. 


The Home Office said Thursday 


Soblen, 61, would remain in the 
hospital at least 24 hours to re- 
cover from the overdose of bar- 
biturates. 


"We can't therefore make any 


new arrangements for his trans- 
port until we know when he is 


going to be released," a spokes- 
man said.

morning as an ambulance was 
taking him to board a Pan Ameri- 
can airliner for New York and a 
life sentence as a wartime spy for 
the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The space 
agency disclosed today that the 
main part of Sputnik IV has re- 
entered the atmosphere, and that 
a piece of metal found in Wiscon- 
sin is being studied as a possible 
remnant of the Soviet satellite. 


Sputnik IV, launched 28 months 


ago, 
apparently broke up over 


Wisconsin early Wednesday, caus- 
ing a rash- of reports of flaming 
unidentified flying objects. 


The chunk of metal was found 


on a street in Manitowoc, 85 miles 
north of Milwaukee. It was spot- 
ted first by two patrolmen, Ron 
Rufboldt and Marvin Bauch.

Apparently 
Space Spying 
Not Tricky

WASHINGTON

— U.S. 


space officials who reported the 
Soviet Union made unsuccessful 
attempts to send spacecraft to 
Mars and Venus aren't saying 
how they got their information. 
But other scientists say this form 
of space spying isn't too tricky. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration Wednesday 
said that the Soviet Union has 
failed in five out of six tries to 
send probes to the two planets. 
And the sixth try was only a qual- 
ified success 'because its radio 
transmission died far from Venus, 
said the agency. 


Moscow has not made public 


any space mistakes so how does 
NASA know about them? Appar- 
ently the Soviet space technique 
is at least part of the tipoff. 


NASA said the Soviet scientists 


used a parking orbit in each of 
their six planet probes. 


This means a three-stage boost- 


er is used to put the spacecraft 
in a low orbit around the earth.

Another question raised relative 


to space espionage is whether So- 
viet electronic equipment being 
delivered to Cuba could be used 
to jam equipment at the big 
launching base at Cape Canaveral, 
Fla. 


Informed sources said it is un- 


likely jamming could be success- 
fully achieved from Cuba or that 
activities at the Cape would be 
seriously hampered.

over a bridge table. Usually they 
aren't." 


Barker says that, with many 


outstanding exceptions, his best 
contestants are mature and com- 
fortably cushioned matrons.

"By that time the house 
is paid for, the car payments 
aren't looming large and their hus- 
bands are safe.
